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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the parents and citizens of the town of Sullivan: 


In compliance with the law of the state, your school 
board submits its annual report of the condition and 
work that has been done in the schools the past year, 
for your reflection and candid consideration. It is a 
source of much satisfaction to us to be able to report 
that the school work has been done to the general sat- 
isfaction, though in one or two schools there was not as 
much accomplished as we had good reason to have ex- 
pected, while in others the work was of an excellent 
character and reflects much credit upon both teacher 
and pupils. 

Some of our teachers the past year have introduced 
into their school work supplementary reading aside 
from the regular reading books. The result has been 
very interesting, mciting and beneficial to their pupils. 
They also have required of some of their older scholars, 
short written biographical sketches in a composition form, 
of the life, character and works of some. of our country’s 
greatest and most eminent men and women. The teach- 
er who has not been confined wholly to the text-books, 
or the teachers that makes.a text-book of themselves, are 
the most successful in their school work. Those teach- 
ers make the acquisition of knowledge so interesting 
and enticing that the pupil is encouraged in making a 
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greater effort in acquiring useful and valuable knowl- 
edge for their life work. 

The expense for school books and supplies the past 
year will not vary much from that of last year, and we 
are of the opinion that the expense will not vary much 
from this amount for a few years to come, or until there 
is a change made in the school books. ‘There has been 
some complaint because the cost of supplies and books 
is large and unnecessary. The cost per scholar the 
past year has been some seventy-five cents. It would 
be of very little use to send our children to school 
without a proper supply of books and other conven- 
iences for their work. It would be very much like 
sending your hired man into the field to plant your corn 
or cut your hay and grain without proper tools to do 
the work with. 

There has been several scholars from the towns of 
Roxbury and Stoddard who have attended school in 
town the past year, for which we shall receive nearly 
enough money to increase the length of our schools 
two weeks each. And we yet are of the opinion that 
it has not been of any disadvantage to our schools as a 
whole, besides it has been a great accommodation to 
those scholars. Although there may be reasonable 
objections as to the advisableness of allowing the schol- 
ars from Roxbury into No. 1 school. But those schol- 
ars from Stoddard who have attended school in No. 3, 
we think there is no question as to the propriety of ad- 
miting them into the school, as the school is quite small 
without, and only some fifteen scholars with them. We 
have used a small sum of the school money in paying 
for the transportation of scholars, as we thought it to 
be the cheaper and most beneficial way of schooling 
those scholars this year, as the schoolhouse in that part 
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of the town will need considerable repairing to put it 
in a suitable condition for opening a school in. The 
voters in the town school district will be called upon at 
the next annual school meeting to give an expression 
of their minds upon the necessity of repairing the 
schoolhouse. The school treasurer’s report will show 
for what purposes we have expended the school money. 
The tabular statement will give the wages paid our 
teachers, and studies that have been taught in our 
schools the past year. 

The free common schools of our country are said to 
be the nursery of lberty and its accompaniments, intel- 
ligence, peace, social intercourse and financial pros- 
perity to its inhabitants. Then self interest admits the 
claim that inno way is a town so secure at home, so 
honored and respected abroad, as in the intelligence of 
its sons and daughters. Education is the mother of 
health, peace and joy, the soul of witty inventions, the 
producer of wealth and the defense of all our treasures. 
Then let us look well to our common schools. -Let us 
remember them upon every occasion. ‘There is no in- 
terest before them. The times demand men and women 
of body, mind, intelligence and motive educated. To 
educate our children is to enlarge the horizon of their 
life and teach them to find their happiness in higher 
things. 

We are very sorry to say that it is truly astonishing 
to behold the utter recklessness that some of the par- 
ents have exhibited in regard to the regularity and 
punctuality of attendance at school of their children. 
There has been parents who have allowed their children 
to leave school and waste the: golden hours of youth, 
the most precious of their life for study, because they 
happened to dislike the ‘teacher. Why did they dislike 
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their teacher? The principal reason was they were re- 
quired to learn their lessons and comply with the rules 
of the schoolroom. It is very plain to us that such 
parents can hardly be aware of the extent of the injury 
they are inflicting upon their children. They are 
allowing their children to grow up without a proper re- 
gard to the rules and discipline of the schoolroom. 
More than this, in countenancing a violation of school 
law and rules, they are encouraging the violation of 
civil law, and no one can foretell the consequences. 
Often when.asked, ‘* Why do you allow your children to 
be absent?” or, *‘ Why do you permit them to leave 
school?” They answer, ‘‘I don’t think the school is of 
much account, anyway; my children might as well be 
away, they are not learning much.” When asked, 
‘¢ Have you visited the school and seen for yourselves?” 
‘* No, I don’t want to; I hear enough without.” Now if 
they would hear less about the school and see more of 
the school work for themselves it would be decidedly 
for their own interest, besides being a lasting benefit 
to their children. | 

We think the parents’ own observation must teach 
them that if they are indifferent or prejudiced, a school 
under the care of the best teacher will advance with but 
poor success. 

In conclusion, let us invite the earnest consideration 
of every parent to the subject of co-operation, and the 
important influence they may exert on the prosperity of 
the school by heartily engaging in the cause, and let 
your children see and know that you are interested in 
the school, and it will impart the same feeling to your 
children. And if you do wish them to improve the ad- 
vantages of our common schools, they must be prepared 
at home. Not only manifest your interest by a prepa- 
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ration at home, but visit the school frequently to exam- 
ine its condition and witness the work in the schoolroom 
for yourselves. More than that, let your children under- 
stand that it is for their own interest to obey the rules 
of the schoolroom, and your duty to require of them a 
willing and cheerful compliance with the wishes of 
their teacher. By so doing, we think there would be 
much less complaining about our schools with the par- 
ents, and by their visiting the schoolroom themselves, 
they might see that they may have been harboring 
erroneous and injurious impressions upon the true char- 
acter of the school. 

There has been three terms of school in each of the 
four divisions the past year. In No. 1, 27 weeks; in 
each of the other three, 26 weeks, aggregating 105 
weeks. Number of scholars in town as reported by 
the selectmen, April, 1893, was 87; boys, 40, girls, 47. 
Number of pupils enrolled, 103; boys, 48, girls, 55. 
Number of children in town between five and fifteen, 
not attending school, 5. 

School No. 1, East Sullivan, the spring term was 
taught by Miss Nellie L. Morse. Miss Morse came to 
her school work, well recommended as an experienced 
and successful teacher, but on entering the schoolroom 
and commencing her work, it was very soon apparent that 
she did not possess the life, ambition and ability for 
governing and instructing a school of that size, as suc- 
cessfully as we had reason to expect; being altogether 
too mild and spiritless, and we thought it best to engage 
another teacher for the fall and winter terms. Miss 
Hattie S. Tuttle was engaged. Miss Tuttle is a teacher 
of large experience, active, energetic, progressive in 
her school work, and thorough in her method of in- 
structing. The closing exercises were highly ap- 
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preciated by the committee and visitors who Witnessed 
the examination, that was very creditable to both teacher 
and scholars present. It would be well for our scholars 
if we could have more of her thorough work in our 
schools. Whole number of pupils during the year, 44; 
average daily attendance, 32; instances of tardiness, 
22, number of visits by committee, 11; by parents, 49; 
and by others, 43. 

School No. 2. Miss Althea S. Barrett was engaged 
for the year, but soon after closing her spring term, she 
felt as though she needed rest and time to regain her 
health, and asked for a substitute for the fall term. 
Miss LaVernie E. Webster was engaged to fill the 
position. This was her first experience in teaching a 
district school. She gave good indications, by her easy 
demeanor and intelligent manner of expressing herself, 
of making a successful teacher, after more experience 
in the schoolroom and making herself more familar 
with some of the studies taught in our schools. At the 
closing examination, the younger scholars appeared to 
have made very good progress in their studies. But 
the scholars more advanced in their studies did not 
show that they had made the improvement in their 
studies that we would have been glad to have seen. 
Miss Barrett resumed her work again in the schoolroom 
for the winter term. Miss Barrett's success in the 
schoolroom is too well known by our citizens for us > 
to make any comment upon, this being her fourth 
year in succession she has been one of our most suc- 
cessful teachers, only to say that she fully maintained 
her former reputation. Whole number of scholars 
during the year, 26; average daily attendance, 14; in- 
stances of tardiness, 6; number of visits by committtee, 
10; by parents, 10; and by others, 78. 
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School No. 3, was taught by Miss Sarah M. Lane, 
the entire year. This was Miss Lane’s second year in 
this school. ‘This school was a success in every par- 
ticular and gave universal satisfaction for aught we 
know, and we hope for more of her faithful and earnest 
work. Whole number of pupils during the year, 15; 
average daily attendance, 12; instances of tardiness, 
3; number of visits by committee, 6; by parents, 8; 
and by others, 40. 

School No. 4. The spring term was taught by Miss 
Agnes M. Merrow. This was a fairly good school. 
There has been altogether too much whispering in this 
school for the good of the pupils. The teacher labored 
hard to prevent it and succeeded to some extent. The 
fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Ethel A. 
Barrett. This was Miss Barrett’s second adventure in 
teaching school. She evidenced some very good ele- 
ments for a good teacher in winning the respect and 
confidence of her pupils, and being a faithful worker, 
made the examination very satisfactory. Whole num- 
ber of pupils during the year, 18.. Average daily at- 
tendance, 12; instances of tardiness, 44; number of 
visits by committee, 10; by parents, 6, and by others,
